Chief Godfroy, of the 
Miami 
Tribe, 


Hereafter Will Be Exempt, 
Peru, Ind., March IG,—The final set­ 
tlement in the celebrated tax case in 
which Gabriel Godfrey, the last chief 
of the Miami Indians, has battled for 
thirteen years to prevent the commis­ 
sioners of Miami county from collect­ 
ing taxes levied against his land, was 
made here this week, when the attor­ 
neys came before Special Judge John 
W. O’Hara with an agreement provid­ 
ing for exempting the old chief’s land 
from taxation for the remainder of his 
lifetime, and relieving him of all taxes 
unpaid up to the present time. Chief 
Godfroy has always claimed that he 
was not an American citizen and that 
his land is not taxable, for in the gov­ 
ernment treaties with the Miami In­ 
dians, lands deeded to them were ex­ 
empt from taxation as long as held by 
the 
Indians. 
The 
commissioners 
learned that Chief Godfroy was exer­ 
cising the rights of citizenship and 
was holding public office, consequently 
they brought suit to compel him to pay 
taxes. 
The pitiable condition finan­ 
cially of the old chief ended the case 
In his favor. 
His children own the 
old home place, and it will not be as­ 
sessed until after the death of Chief 
Godfroy. 
Peter Godfroy, a brother of 
the chief, by the agreement made yes­ 
terday, will be relieved of unpaid 
taxes, but his 120 acres will be as­ 
sessed hereafter.

down is abandoned. 
In event the shut­ 
down is nm terminated within th*’ 
month the check-off system throughout 
the .state will be suspended. The’ pres­ 
ident of the operators' association i3 
authorized when a mine is shut down 
by the minors to shut down all mines 
in the state until tho shutdown by the 
miners is abandoned. 
The operators 
are pledged to abide by the order of 
the 
president. 
The resolution was 
sent to District ll. United Mine W ork­ 
ers of America, in annual convention 
here. wtth the notice that the check-off 
system in Sullivan county had already 
been abandoned. 
There was a heated 
discussion by the miners before a re­ 
ply could be framed. 
The reply in 
substance is that the agreement en­ 
tered into a year ago holds another 
year; that the mine workers propose 
to carry oui their part and that any 
violation not ratified must come from 
the operators. 
The joint board can 
take up any differences, but the miners 
do not propose to vary from the Terre 
Haute agreement.
